The numberof churches in Ireland is 
twenty-two, The aggregate number of mem- 
bers in actual fellowship, in the Baptist churches 
in Iretand, is believed to be nine hundred and 
twenty. Besides these, there are twenty Bap. 
tist churches in Ireland, which adopt the prin- 
ciple of mutual exhortation, and three others 
which break bread on every Lord’s day. 

In the Baptist Union, there are united only 
289 churches ; 577 churches are united in lo- 
cal Associations. ‘The number of Associations 
is 36. Complete returns had been received 
from only 660 churches. In these, there were 
59,585 communicants ; and in these churches 
there had been baptized, during the past year, 
4,376 persons; received by dismission from 
other churches 689 ; restored 479 ; died 1,271; 
dismissed 684; withdrawn from the fellowship 
of the churches 197; excluded 844 ; leaving a 
net increase, in 660 churches of 2,548, which 
is a fraction less than four and a half per cent.

The first Baptist church in England. was 
formed in Salisbury, Wiltshire, in 1600; the 
next at Eythorne, Kent, in 1604. ‘The former 
has now 220 members, and the latter 256 mem- 
bers. ‘The first church formed in London, was 
in 1683; it has now 243 members. Five 
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churches only had been formed previous to 
1630. In 1650, the Baptists had 21 churches; 
in England in 1700, they had 86. They seem 
to have been dispersed in almost every section 
ofthe country, as one or more of their churches, 
at the last mentioned date, were found in all 
the counties except eleven.—Christian Watch- 
man.

BIBLE IN BURMAH. 

Extract of a letter from Rev. Howard Mal. | 
com to Rev. Spencer H. Cone, dated Ran- 
goon, June 13th, 1836. 

Dear Brother,—I am at length able to an- 
swer your enquiries respecting our Mission 
Press, &c. | 

The building stands in the mission compound | 
in the heart of the city of Maulmein, built of 
brick and mortar in the best manner, two stories 
high, in the form of an L, 56 feet wide, and 78 
feet long each way—that is, in fact 156 long. 
The lower floor is brick covered with plaister, 
and is divided into two large, and four small | 
rooms. One of the large rooms is occupied by | 
the case-work, and the other by the presses. — 
The smaller ones are for counting-room, stor- 
age of paper, machine shop, &c. The upper 
story is in two large rooms, one for the binders, 
the other for prints, books, and tracts. 

There are four hand presses, one of which 
stands in the compos:tor’s room, and is used for 
nothing but proofs, and a Tufi’s Power Press, 
equal to two common ones, all of the best work- 
manship, andin perfect order. ‘There are 25 
cases oftype, 12 founts of English, seldom used, 
1 of Burman, very large, setting up about 65 
8vo pages, 1 of Karen, and | of Peguan. Of 
these last three, there are complete sets of 
punches and matrices of the best kind, so that 
additional type may be cast in the office at 
pleasure. For this there is every requisite im- 
plement, as well as brass roller moulds, and 
other conveniences found in the best offices. 

The bindery is complete and sufficiently cx- 
tensive to prepare all the productions of the 
printing office. There are in it two standing | 
presses, and in the press-room below, a press) 
for wetted paper. 

There are 25 persons regularly employed in 
the office, the average rate of whose wages is 
about ten rupees per month. All the work in 
every department is done by natives, but under 
a much more minute and constant supervision 
by the missionary printer, than would be neces. 
sary in America. 

The preparation of the matrices for native 
type has been an oppressive expense, not only 
from the great price of all work at Calcutta, 
but because three or four times as many 
characters are required, as are wanted in En. | 
glish.

In the Karen language are printed but three | 
small works as yet, but the following have been | 
prepared and will be printed as soon as the 
means are obtained. (The chief destitution 
has been the want of proper type, for which 
matrices were ordered many months since. )— 
Gespel of Matthew—Hymn Book, containing 
about 120 hymns—View of the Christian Reli- 
gion, containing passages of Scripture and re- 
flections for every day in the month, embracing 
an extended view of Christian doctrine—Trans- 
lation of Digest of Scripture—Bible Class Ques- 
tions on Matthew, by Miss Wade—Biography 
of sundry Old Testament characters—Child’s 
Catechism and Spelling Book, besides some 
other works not yet finally revised. 

In the Peguan, or Talain language, are pre- 
pared the New Testament, and two or three of 
the principal tracts. 

Two other languages are about to be reduced 
to writing, viz. the Toungthoo, and Proo.— 
‘The alphabet of the latter has been constructed 
by Mr. Wade, and some pupils are rew learn- 
ing it; but he does not deem it yet entirely set- 
tled. ‘This gentleman prepared the Karen al- 
phabet, which is regarded by those competent 
to judge, as eminently perfect. Every letter 
has always the same sound, which makes it easy 
to learn to read, and secures entire accuracy 
of pronunciation. Karens who had never seen 
6 letter, have learned to read perfectly ina few 

weeks. 

There ts almost no limit to the distribution 
of both tracts and Bibles. Almost every man 

can read, and though a great many do not un- 
derstand what they read, most can. It is 
known that multitudes of the tracts are destroy- 
ed, but the bound books are generally preserv- 
ed, The New Testament is out of print near.

2. Sat.ev. We have passed a very solemn. 
and interesting week, on account of preparation 
forthe Lord’s Supper. We have had a suc- | 
cession of ten meetings, in which all the mem- 
bers of the church have come forward and giv- 
ena relation of the state of their minds, and 
received such instruction as s ‘emed needful. 

3. This dav has been observed by the church 
asa season of solemn fasting & prayer, that our. 
sing may be forgiven, and that the Savior may 
manifest His presence in our midst, while we 
commemorate His dying love. At the close of 
the morning service we repaircd again to the 
lovely consecrated stream, singing as we went, 
one of the songs of Zion, (“In this strange 
land,” &c.) and there witnessed the baptism of 
a Myet kyen Karen, who lives some miles dis- 
tant, and bas now in his old age come forth from 
the midst of opposition and reproach, and taken 
up his cross to follow Him who was ‘despised 
and rejected of men.”

But I am ashamed to 
speak of sufferings, whiie the memorials of iny 
Savior’s dying love remind me so foreibly what 
the first great Missionary suffered, in order to 
open a way of salvation for this fa/len world — 
All His blessed footsteps arc marked with tears 
and blood. 

6. Attended this morning the first meeting 
of a Maternal Association, the design of which 
is to gain information respecting the right man- 
agement of children, and tu meet the first Wed- 
nesday after every full moon, to pray that these 
children may be converted. ‘The mecting was 
interesting, and attended by above fifty Karen 
mothers, besides many of their children ; and I 
trust the prayers were not olfered without some 
faith. 

8. Mr. Wade, with several of the Karen 
Christians, left us this morning for an excur- 
sion of four or five wecks among the Yeh Ka- 
rens ; so that far away in these Karen jungles, 
1 feel indeed like a “strangers and pilgrim.”

The pain endured by the poor sufferer must | 
have been great; but his patience astonished | 
me. After a few inquirics, I called a coach, | 
and drove off with him to one of the public hos- | 
pitals. On our way there, the coach, in an un-| 
even part of the road, gave a sudden jerk, and | 
the poor man, who was holding his fractured | 
limb with great care, was pitched upon me, as | 
I sat opposite to him. His suffering must have | 
been agonizing, but he bore them with unabat- | 
ed patience. 

When we had passed through the iron gates | 
atthe entrance of the hospital, and had driven | 
up to the door of the proper ward, a man came 
to carry the patient from the coach in his 
arms, 

The poor fellow with the broken leg was try- 
ing to help himself as well as he could; but 
this only prevented the other from carrying him | 


aseasily as he otherwise would have done. —| 
“ Give vourself up to me,” said the porter of | 
the hospital, ** Give yourself up to me, entire: | 
ly, as though you were a child.” The poor, 
patient did as he was directed, and was carried | 
to the casualty or accident ward with as little} 
pain tohimself as possible. Afler remaining 
at the hospital till the fractured limb was pro- 
perly set and bound up, I took my leave of the | 
poor grateful patient, who, as he lay on his back | 
in his neat little bed, thanked me from his very 
heart.
